THE DEATH OF GOLES BASHFORD. 
A dispatch from A nzm a brings the in­ 
telligence that Hon. Coles Bash ford, for­ 
merly governor ol this State, died at Pres­ 
cott In that Territory, on Thursday, of 
heart disease. 
The deceafgj was born lo 
Putnam county, New York, in January, 
1816. 
He was educated at the Wesleyan 
Seminary, now G jnessee College, Lima, 
N ew 
York. 
He 
studied 
law 
aud 
was 
admitted 
to 
practice 
in 1841, sod was Dis!rict Attorney oi 
Wayne county from 1847 to 1850, when be 
tangoed ©od moved to Oshkosh, in this 
State. 
Politically he made rapid advance­ 
ment in Wisconsin, and served in the State 
Senate in 1852.1853 and 1854 and resigned 
in 1855. 
l a 1855 he was legally elected 
Governor of the State, but by fraud the 
return? gave the election to W. A. Barstow 
tbs 
Democratic 
candidate. 
Confident 
t^iat 
he 
was 
rightfully 
elected 
Governor, 
Mr. 
Bashford 
instituted proceedings to gain possession of 
the office. The history of that memorable 
gubernatorial contest is well known to 
the general reader. 
Barstow was ousted 
and Bashford was seated in the Executive 
chair, and served two years, and had the 
honor of being the first Republican Gov­ 
ernor of the State. 
His reputation was 
greatly damaged by giving his executive 
•anet I od to the Lacrosse railway bill for 
Which it is said Mr. Bashford received $50,- 
in 
bonds, 
on 
which, 
however, 
he 
never 
realized 
a 
dollar, 
ow­ 
ing to ibeiovesugatioLS which followed. 
He removed to Arizona in 1863, and there 
political fortune kept him company. 
He 
Was attorney-general of the Territory from 
1864 to 1867, ani wa& elected a member of 
the first Territorial Council, and was its 
presiding officer, 
in 1860 he was a candi­ 
date tor a delegate to Congress, and was 
elected, and served one term. 
Since that 
time he has filled no position of special 
importance. Governor B*»htorJ was a fair 
lawyer, a pretty shrewd politician, and a 
mao who soon woo popularity.

AN EXTRAORDINARY FOTE. 
The vote on ihe Pacific Railway Fund­ 
ing bill watch was taken in the House of 
Representatives on Wednesday, is one of 
the most extraordinary ever recorded in 
that b>dy.

In other 
Words, the bill compels the Union Pacific’s 
company to set apart as a sinking fund 
each year for thirty years to come, five per 
cent. of the net earnings with which to 
meet the bonds of that road at maturity. 
Of these bonds there are a little over 04 
million dollars, aod draw six per cent. cur­ 
rency interest.

such was the case that it brought the 
Washington government face lo face with 
the great question of international duty 
toward the two great nations.” The corre­ 
spondent also adds that he made inquiries 
at the Russian consulate, and the report 
was declared to be without foundation.

What was Mr. Bell’s surprise to sec the but­ 
ler raise his hands, fix his eyes upon the 
door, and then sink to the door as though 
struck dead.

of the hall almost froze his blood. 
There 
stood the figure of his wife, rn her grave 
clothes, leaning against the pillar of the 
door, with one hand thrown across her 
breast.

she passed to the main street, along which 
sue w alked for half a mile, until she reach­ 
ed her late home. 
Fortunately the large

hastened up the roadway to the dwelling.

regained her health, and lived to a good 
old age.

Finding it impossible to re­ 
move it, the daring tnief nad raised the 
mud ot the dead woman to her mouth, 
aod in her attempt to withdraw the ring 
with ber teeth, caused the pang which 
went through the frame of the evident vic­ 
tim of a trance and aroused her to con­ 
sciousness.

During the Chartist riots, in 1840, James 
Binna was arrested for murder and lodged 


In Lancaster Jail. He was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to |be hanged.

last sentence of the law was executed he 
made a confession of many crimes, and 
among the rest of his exploits as a profes­ 
sional body-snatcher, lo which business he 
had been engaged for many years.

In July, 1820, he was living in Belfast, 
having fled from England to escape pun­ 
ishment for his offenses.

very delicate piece of work for him to per­ 
form. A Mrs. Bell, a lady of great beauty, 
aud the wife of a rich proprietor, had just 
died of a very peculiar disease, and the 
doctor and his associates desired the body 
to investigate the cause of death. 
The doc­ 
tor paid bim so much money down, and 
dispatched him to Kilmare with such in­ 
structions as were necessary. 
He was to 
secure the corpse, aod a coach would be 
ready at the cburch-yard gate, in which 
there woald be two assistants, who woald 
be ready to assist him at a given signal. 
He went to Kilmare on the day of the 
funeral, at which he was present. 
U 3 ex­ 
amined the lock on the door of the vault, 
and was satisfied that he coaid easily re­ 
move it. 
At midnight he went to the 
chaleh yard, armed with a wrench, a pair 
ot shears and a pick lock. 
First satisfying 
himself that the coach was In waiting, he 
entered the grave-yard and proceeded to 
the vault. 
The night was dark and rain wa* falling. 
Creeping up by the side of the church, hs 
approached the tomb of the Bell family. 
To his surprise he saw that the door was 
open, and a faint light burning inside. 
Stealthily drawing near, he glanced in. He 
6aw the coffin lying along the marble slab, 
and in front of it a woman was standing.

from the finger of 
the dead.

sudden 
thought struck 
him, and slouching down he reached in at 
the door., and with his shears, which he 
had brought to rid the c irpse of its cum­ 
bersome shroud, be cut a piece lrom the 
skin of the woman’s dress and retired un­ 
observed. 
As he remained for an instant 
peering iuto the strange scene, to his hor­ 
ror and astonishment, he saw the corpse 
ar^e and raise the hand which the womaa 
was apparently in the act ot putting to her 
mouth. 
The woman gave a shriek, rushed 
through the doer, aod fled, leaving the 
lamp burning on the floor. 
The boJy snatcher guessed at once the 
woman’s design, aod, impressed with the 
conviction that she was above the ordinary 
rank, he resolved to follow and see where 
she went to. 
He had no difficulty in 
tracking the rapidly retreating figure. 
It 
passed out of the church yard at a small 
wicket on the North side of the church, 
and entered the parsonage. 
Satisfied that he possessed an important 
secret, out of which he could m ike money, 
he returned to the vault. 
Toe light was 
still burning, and he signaled the men in 
waiting. They were sooa on the spot, but 
on entering the vault, they discovered, lo 
their utter amazement, that the coffin was 
empty.

stantly recovering herself, she said ^ 
“I don’t understand you, sir. 
You are 
laboring under a mistake.” 
"Well, I may be,” the man replied ; 
"that’s a fact; but my impression was that 
I saw you last night in the vault when 
you were trying to remove the n o g from 
the finger of what you supposed to be a 
corpse.” 
The lady had sunk into a chair, and was 
deadly pal v. By a powerful effort she over­ 
came her momentary weakness, and said 
in strong tones ■ 
"I don’t know, sir, what you speak of. 
Y~ou are either laboring under a mistake or 
you arc a lunatic.”
